Commuters’. Counsel Sees Victory, 
Believing Demand to End Danger 


Spots Will Be Extended.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Examiner 
Thomas F. Sullivan made a report to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
today in which he recommended that 
the application of the Long Island 
Railroad to abandon its Whitestone 
Transit Commission of. New York 
State was prepared to rescind or ex- 
tend indefinitely the effective date of 
its order. of June 2, 1926, requiring 
the elimination of grade crossings on 
the branch. Should this order be re- 
scinded, however, the examiner held 


that the application should be denied. 

The report said that the final ex- 
tension of the Transit Commission’s 
order made it effective Dec. 31, 1928, 
and it was only when no. further 
extension was obtainable that the 
application for abandonment of the 
branch was filed. 

The examiner held that if abandon- 
ment. of the line was authorized it 
should be on condition that neces- 
sary truck and bus service be estab- 
lished. The report is not final, but 
—— be acted upon by the commis- 
sion, 


Officials Here Await Details. 


Transit Commission officials’ with- 
held comment yesterday on Ex- 
aminer Sullivan’s recommendation to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
pending the receipt of the complete 
report from Washington... The of- 
ficial notice is expected today, it was 
said, and a statement will be issued 
after a study has been made of the 
recommendations. 

The question of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s jurisdiction in 
the Whitestone branch, Long Island 
Railroad matter, will still be debated 
by the Transit ‘Commission, it was 
made known at the commission's of- 
fices. Exceptions to Mr. Sullivan’s 
views may be filed soon ‘before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, it 
was’ said. 

Whether or not the commission will 
rescind: or. continue to extend the ef- 
fective date of its order —— the 
elimination of grade crossings along 
the branch, officials would not say. 
Ten extensions on the order have 
been granted the final one expirin 
Jan. 1, 1929, at which. time the 
filed with the. Interstate :Commerce 
Commission an application for per- 
mission to abandon the Whitestone 
branch. 

Alfred A. Gardner, special counsel 
for the Long Island ilroad, de- 
clined to comment on the case pend- 
ing receipt of the official report ex- 
cept to say that, in his opinion, there 
is not the. slightest doubt of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
jurisdiction. The Long Island Rail- 
road has for years been —— 
the Whitestone branch ata loss, sai 
Mr. Gardner, and the cost of elimi- 
nating grade — along. the 
four-mile line woul be about 


000,000. 


Sees Victory for Commuters. 
Maurice Hotchner saw in the ex- 
aminer’s recommendation a victory 
for the. Association of Long Island 
Commuters, of which he is general 


counsel. In a statement he issued 
yesterday morning, he said, in part: 
“This recommendation, of course, 
means that he has been convinced 
of the merits of our position and 
that he is recommending that the 
railroad be not’ permitted to abandon 
the line. While I cannot speak. offi- 
cially for the. Transit Commission, 
I haven’t any doubt but that it will 
extend. its order a t the grade 
crossings.

CITES FEDERAL . FIGURES 





Every: Foot of Film Sent Abroad 
Brings Us $1 in New Commerce, 
He. Reports at Luncheon. 





The. motion picture is the greatest 
existing agency for promoting. the 
sales of. American-made. products 
throughout. the world, Will H. Hays, 
head of the Motion Picture Producers 
and Distributors of America, said yes- 
terday in an address on ‘‘Motion Pic- 
tures and Business’’ before the New 
York..Board. of Trade. at 41 Park. 
Row. According to the Department of 
Commerce, every foot of American 
film. exported brings -a return of 
one dollar in stimulated trade, he 
declared, adding that he considered 
the estimate conservative. 

Persons seeing American products 
cr styles in pictures démand that 
their local. merchants furnish those 
products for them, he asserted, citing 
an automobile dealer in an interior 
town ‘in Brazil who reported that his 
gales of an American-made car had 
been increased from four or five cars 
@ Month to four or five a day by 
motion ‘pictures. 

Architects. in Argentina are now 
seeking a means of adapting the 
“Hollywood bungalow’’ to use >in 
that country; sewl machines have 
been introduced in Smyrna and 
“baths into Macedonia” ‘as a result 
of the influence of moving pictures, 
Mr. Hays reported. : 

He also hailed the motion picture 
as a means of promoting interna- 
tional good-will and peace. 

The.motion e is teaching men 
to ‘understand each other by ac- 
quainting them with one another’s 
customs, he said. — a pic- 
ture just compiled to show the games 
of children throughout the world; he 
eclared: ‘‘When you see that pic- 
ture -you can never shoot’ again.” 

The ability of the motion picture 
to promote trade and to aid in pro- 
moting ..international peace places 
upon ‘the motion picture industry’ a 
responsibility that it fully recog- 
nizes, he added. 

He criticized ‘‘professional reform- 
ers’? and objected to political censor- 
ship on the ground that both repre- 
sent an attempt “‘to retard the men- 
tal development of the race and to 
throttle the growth of American 
business.’’ He also declared that 
every pe effort is being made 
through coopération ‘to’: make the 
motion pictures safe for the multi- 
tudes.’’ 

During the past year 162 of the 
most popular books and plays have 
been voluntarily: discarded by pro- 
ducers as unfit for the screen, and 
more than 30,000,000 members of in- 
dividual church and civic organiza- 
tions are acting as advisers to the 
industry in an effort to keep objec- 
tionable material off the screen, he 
pointed out. 

In the past year he reported the 
weekly aggregate motion picture au- 
dience has been increased by 10,000,- 
000. persons.

The latest» decision of the Inter- 
state Commerce: Commission is, fa- 
vorable to the contention of New 
York in the dispute ‘with New Jer- 
sey over lighterage, but is by no 
means conclusive on that question, 
which was here considered only in- 
cidentally. Warehousémen ‘in South- 
ern ports had protested. against the 
practice of the railroads in extend- 
ing terminal‘ facilities to their cli- 
ents on the ground that they could 
not face competition subsidized in 
this way. The Secretary of War had 
taken up their case, submitting a 
report to the commission in which 
he argued that the discrimination 
against private terminals resulted in 
inadequaté port facilities. From this 
conclusion thé commission’ dissents, 
finding existing facilities “on the 
whole reasonably adequate,” and re- 
fusing to grant the request of New 
York’s rivals that “ accessorial ser- 
vices” be separately accounted for. 
But the decision was by! a narrow 
majority, and the commission took 
note of the fact that costs for these 
services in New York \aré consid- 
erably: in excess of those in other 
North..Atlantic ports,

CROSSTOWN TRAFFIC. 


Some Measure of Relief Should Be 
Provided at Once. 
To the Editor of The New York Tinies? 

Borough President Julius. Miller, 
during his administration, should un- 
doubtedly ‘be highly commended for 
the relief which he has given to the 
north and south bound traffic on the 
island (of ‘Manhattan: by, the nu- 
merous improvements. he has made 
and is continuing to make by build- 
ing a western boulevard along the 
Hudson River, and the same along 
the East River, and other improve- 
ments which will accommodate and 
facilitate the movement. of traffic 
north and south. 

A mumber of civic organizations 
have made: reports and suggestions 
for the improvement of north and 
south bourtid ‘traffic, and police regu- 
lations have speeded up traffic in 
these directions. 

The recent report by Day & Zim- 
mermann, expert engineers to the 
city, made progressive recommenda- 
tions for north and south bound traf- 
fic. even going to the point of sug- 
gesting a vehicular tunnel under 
Fifth .Avenue at an. estimated -ex- 
pense of $200,000,000. 

It is quite remarkable that, with 
the exception of the report of the 
traffic division of Mayor Walker’s 
citizens’ committee, whose chairman 
is Dr. John Ai Harriss, an acknowl- 
edged traffic expert, there has never 
been any real suggestion made by 
any of these committees or experts 
with the idea of drastic relief tor 
crosstown traffic. 

The Police’ Department, after a 
great ‘deal of expériment and careful 
study, arranged the traffic lights to 
give the best possible results under 
the, conditions which exist. Even 
after this careful study, at the pres- 
ent time it takes longer to go three 
blocks across town than it. does: to 
go more than double that distance 
north and south: It really: involves 
the old principle that you cannot put 
a seven-inch’ pipe in a six-inch hole.

though the usual application had not 
béén sent to the décéased alumfius.
